Six of the seven members of 
the city council met for an infor­ 
mal discussion luncheon <n the 
Riviera Hotel Monday, and agreed 
in principle on a general approach 
to the disputed Biltmore Hotel re­ 
zoning request, from guest ranch 
to R-3. 
The council — excepting absent 
Councilwoman Mary Carlin —em­ 
phasized that the meeting was 
not a formal council meeting and 
no action could be taken..or firm 
decisions made. The council then 
proceeded to outline the general 
agreement on the Biltmore Hotel, 
decided that no quorum would be 
present for the scheduled meeting 
next Monday evening, and indi­ 
cated a desire for a pedestrian 
access from Palm Canyon Drive 
to the municipal parking lot on 
Indian Avenue. 
City Clerk Shirley Henry was 


instructed to notify interested par­ 
ties to public hearings slated Mon­ 
day that the meeting will be ad­ 
journed to Dec. 19. when the coun­ 
cil will canvass votes of the Dec. 
12 special election. 
Councilman Ted McKinney told 
the council luncheon meeting that 
the planning commission proposal 
for a 1.3 acre slice off the hotel 
property for extension of South 
Camino Real "is a waste of valu­ 
able property." He continued that 
the proposed straightening of the 
street would increase residential 
.traffic problems. 
McKinney and fellow council 
members agreed that the proposed 
35-feet deep pleating strip around 
the requested zone area was both 
an imposition on the hotel and a 
potential future expense to the 
city. 
The council — with McKinney's 
impetus — agreed that zoning oth­ 
er than the Biltmore's application 


for R-3 should be given between 
the Biltmore and the Deep Well 
ranch area on the northeast. Mc­ 
Kinney said a probable Deep Well 
zoning application should "stand 
on its own feet" 
A new compromise proposal sub­ 
mitted Monday morning by the 
property owners protesting the R- 
3 zoning request was outlined by 
George Mitzner. The new map add­ 
ed a few feet of R-3 north from 
the pi*esent R-3, but inserted an 
R-2 lot 155 feet deep from South 
Camino Real between the R-3 
and proposed R-2 sectors. The R*2 
would extend between the Bilt­ 
more property and Deep Well 
property. 
J a m e s Schlecht, representing 
the Biltmore. commented on the 
new proposal after the hearing 
closure. He asked for R-3, with 
restrictions for single story on the 
fringes, instead of “non-conform­ 
ing R-2" zoning.

Cuba was 
not named specifically in the reso­ 
lution. however. 
The president of the OAS coun­ 
cil will select the site of the meet­ 
ing later, but it was believed the 
conference would be held in Pan­ 
ama.

Stir 
in 3 tablespoons each of grated 
orange rind and chopped candied 
ginger, and the softened gelatin. 
Rinse a 4 cup mold in cold water 
and shake out as much water as 
you can, or grease the mold light­ 
ly with a, bland salad oil. F i l l 
mold. Chill until well set. 8 to 10 
hours or overnight. Serves 8 to 
10.

Take extra precautions against 
fire during the Christmas season. 
Fire prevention experts offer these 
do’s and don't. 


Don’t set trees close to stair­ 
ways where they could block es­ 
cape from upstairs in case of fire. 
Select a tree that is freshly-cut 
by feenng the needles to see that 
they are attached firmly. K e e p 
the tree outdiwrs until just berore 
Christmas, and in a pail of water 
so it rem ains fresh. 
Set up the tree in the coolest 
part of the room, as far as possi­ 
ble from radiators, heaters and 
fireplace* to prevent over-drying. 
Fill the water container, daily 
in the tree stand. 
Use only glass, metal or fire- 
resretant tree trimmings.

Check lights before putting on 
the tree and discard any w i t h 
frayed wires.

Newspapers' Role an Important One 


Results of one of the most comprehensive 
furvevs ever made of the impact of news­ 
papers on the American public surprised 
e\en the members of the profession - for 
newspapering i* a profession even though 
there are no degrees tacked on to the end of 


a new sman’s name. 
Conducted by the Advertising Bureau of 
the American Newspaper Publishers Assenta­ 
tion. tfie survey resealed tliat newspapers 
retch every segment of the American public, 
covering all age brackets and play a part in 
the personal Uves of readers at all social lev­ 
els. Highlighted in the report of the survey 
eras the finding that the heaviest concentra­ 
tion of newspaper circulation was among 
higher-income, better-educated, influential 
people.The survey involved 4.826 interviews 
with persons 15 years of age and over, rep­ 
resenting 2,449 households drawn from 622 
sampling points. 
Summing up the tabulations by interview­ 
ers. the AN PA announced that * 
People in 86.4 per cent of the 54 million 
households in continental United States read 
at least one newspaper on the average work­ 
day.In S0.4 per cent of the homes, at least 
' newspaper is bought each day 
Wither 5 per cent read one or more 
daily on a pass-along basis. 
1 r out of even* five adults, 21 and 
•»d 72 ner cent of the nation's 13 mil- 
dividuals b tween the ages of 15 and 
•ad a newspaper any given weekday, 
lit am given five-dav period. 88 per cent 
of the adults read a newspaper on one or 
mure days. 


And, (hold your hats) total newspaper 
readings by adults on every weekday are 
125.500.000 and by teen-agers, another 
12.750.ft00. That augurs well for the nation as 
it reveals our youngster* are keeping abreast 
of the w orld. 
Indicating the substantial nature of these 
wide-reading habits, the survey revealed that 
71 per cent of the time the newspaper reach­ 
es the reader by means of regular home de­ 
livery—by newspaper carriers usually — and 
by mail. Others buv their papers at a store, 
a newsstand or self-service rack. 
Tliis regular pattern of home delivery, 
the ANPA points out, provides the basic con­ 
text for the social role of a newspaper as a 
family medium. 
Newspapers are pretty much taken for 
granted by most people just as are the public 
utilities—light, power, water, telephone. They 
play such a part in our lives that, like utili­ 
ties, they are an expected accompaniment to 
the natural way of life. Like the utilities, few 
give them a thought unless there is some­ 
thing with which they disagree or, worse, 
the paper they look for on the front step is 
not there. On the few occasions tliis happens, 
a newspaper looms large in the householder’s 
mind. 
Newspaper Week and Newsboys’ Day are 
more than a month in the past, but the find­ 
ings of the ANPA survey still are a source of 
gratification to all who put in their dat* see­ 
ing to it tliat the public is kept informed. 
It gives the men and women who labor 
over a typewriter, linotype, press or many of 
the countless other tasks that go into even the 
smallest paper, a sense of doing something 
really worth while. To be appreciated is the 
biggest reward anyone can ask.

Only Force W ill Impress Castro 


RIVERSIDE. CONN - Drexel 
Gibson, 49. a calm, chain-smok­ 
ing. no - axe - to - grind Ameri­ 
can language teacher, spent five 
month* as a Communist prisoner 
in Cuba, where he left at least 
16 fellow Americans and 10.000 
anti-Castro Cubans behind him. 
“The plea they sent to the 
United States." Gibson told this 
reporter, “i* that we use our mil­ 
itary strength, which is all that 
l-atin Americans respect. My fel­ 
low prisoners told me to tell 
Americans: 'If you won't do it 
for us, for God’s sake do it for 
yourselves.’" 
I was able to get this exclusive 
background interview from Gib­ 
son because of help which Sen­ 
ator Tom Dodd (D.. Conn.) and 
I tned to give him. One night 
lasr summer, a reader phoned to 
tell me the story of Gibson’s 
plight, and gave me a phone num­ 
ber where I could reach Mrs. 
Mary Gibson at Madison. Conn. 
After talking with her. I got in 
touch with Senator Dodd who. 
thereafter, pounded Swiss and 
American authorities to help Gib­ 
son. He had been picked up by 
Cuban police in the dragnet ar­ 
rests following the April 15th in­ 
vasion—and held without charges. 
TTie Gibsons to this day don’t 
know what caused hit. inexplicable 
release. 
Has Patriotic Duty 
Gibson is now grateful to be 
home, and nor interested in cap- 
halizuig upon his n..serie*, but he 
feeis he has a patriotic duty to 
aiert this country to serious and 
imminent dangers in Latin Amer­ 
ica.” He feeis that Castro, as a 
Communist spearhead, has al­ 
ready been at war with us tor 
two years. Our failure to recog­ 
nize this state of war has weak­ 
ened us and vii&iized the Red 
drive on the Western Hemisphere. 
Gibaon mentioned Brazil. Ecua­ 
dor and British G~.ar.na as coun* 
tr.es moving imo the Sino-Soviet 
ortxt becajse of our inaction. He 
ta.d that President Kennedy’s 
sptendid speeches hav e been hurt­ 
ful in thtf they inspired hope but 
brought C'appourjmea?. He said 


that the Administration’s Latin 
American aid program. Alliance 
For Progre*. is regarded as a 
sign of American feebleness and 
fear of Castro. While not a pre­ 
ventive warrior by temperament. 
Gibson is convinced that the long­ 
er we wait to liberate Cuba, the 
bloodier the inevitable battles will 
be. 
“As soon tj Cuban boys and 
girls are strong enough to lift a 
submachine gun. they are given 
these arms and trained in their 
use. Every child who has entered 
high school since Castro took over 
has been taught that pre-Castro 
Cuba was a slave colony of the 
United States and that the Cubans 
were slaves — in exactly those 
words." 
Gibson told of the fanatical ha­ 
tred being drilled into Cuban 
youth by methods that would 
make Hitler look like a piker. He 
heard a 12-vear-old girl in an emo­ 
tional frenzy deliver a prize-win­ 
ning poem on the “martyr." Reu­ 
ben Lopez, whose body was found 
near the U S. Navy station at 
Guantanamo Bav and delivered to 
Cuban authorities. T h e Cuban 
Governmen sponsored the poqtry 
contest w h i c h inspired many 
hymns of hate against American 
“murderers ’ and “slavers." 
Appalled at Apathy 
•‘The longer we delay, the more 
of these children we must kill." 
said Gibson He came hme ap­ 
palled at the apathy, or worse, of 
American officials toward Ameri­ 
cans in need of their country's 
protection He went to Cub* with 
"Permission to V i s i t Cuba" 
stamped on his American pass­ 
port. and with a Czechosiavakian 
visa which authorized his en­ 
trance. 
But nobody in official Washing­ 
ton «cerned to think that these 
authorization? earned any obliga­ 
tion to get him released, although 
there was a great scurry to re- 
eover pirated American aircraft. 
Back home Mary Gibson fired in­ 
dignant letters to Secretary of 
State Rusk and to publisher Hen­ 
ry Luce, w h o s e magazine.

sbout "forgotten" Cuban*. She 
told one State Department inter­ 
viewer. Eldred Kuppinger, that 
she could have borne to have her

NEW YORK — We can all 
breathe easier now, and call off 
the Draft. 
Khrushchev’s son-in-law. Izves- 
tia’s editor Aleksei I. Adzhubei, 
said after an exclusive interview 
with President Kennedy, “He 
made a good impression on me." 
It might be a little safer if the 
President made a good impres­ 
sion on Aleksei's father-in-law. 
But let’s not go lint-picking. Put 
this happy news together with the 
fact that Russia has asked to play 
host to the 1968 Olympics . . . 
And why blow that good dough 
on a fallout shelter? 
Aleksei doesn’t practice the 
same form of journalism as. say. 
George Sokolskv. But he knows 
his onions, as he used to say 
around the SAE frat house. 
“What did the President have 
to say?” A White House corres­ 
pondent (who had been barred 
from the seance, of course) asked 
the blond, rosy-jawed. vokel-look- 
ing Russian as he emerged from 
the talk. 
Aleksei pondered the question 
for a moment, as if he were 
about to blurt out his great scoop, 
then said: 
“You should subscribe to Izves- 
tia." 
It’s a great feeling to be pos­ 
sessed of a scoop, to know that 
you and you alone have a stop; 
the whole town or world awaits. 
It has happened to all of us in 
this business at one time or an­ 
other. 
Deke Lyman of the N.Y. Times 
was given a dream of a scoop 
years ago. Lindbergh liked him, 
the only new spaperman he liked. 
He called him and gave him the 
story* that he was taking his wife 
and family to England to live. 
He felt he could no longer bear 
the pressures of the U.S., after 
th% kidnap-death of his son. 
The Scoop? Kaput! 
Deke wrote the story, which the 
Times decided to hold until its 
final edition. He got an advance 
copy, caught a trair for his home 
on Long Island, and luxuriated in 
reading the masterpiece which 
was to win a Pulitzer prize. He 
didn’t notice that the commuter 
who sat next to him. stealing an 
occasional glance at the not-yet- 
released Time- Deke was read­ 
ing. dashed off the train at the 
first stop. 
The commuter worked for rhe 
N.Y. American. He phoned in rhe 
story and the American scooped 
the Times. 


I had a scoop, once. Just 
as president-elect Eisenhower 
stepped aboard the cruiser Hous­ 
ton at Guam, en route home from 
his trip to Korea after his elec­ 
tion in '52, a member of his staff 
took me aside and whispered. 
“The whole Cabinet-elect from 
John Foster Dulles down is going 
to be flown to Wake and brought 
aboard the Houston by helicopter 
as we pass there." I rushed to 
my quarters, closed the door so 
that Merriman Smith of UPI and 
Don Whitehead of AP wouldn’t 
see me working, knocked off the 
story, sneaked down a back lad­ 
der to the communications center, 
and filed it “urgent." 
Three days later, at sea, there 
was a wireless from the New 
York office of INS. “Oppositions 
broke important story today new 
Cabinet being uppieked by heli­ 
copter at Wake. You missed it. 
How please?" 
Forgot to Send It 
My story* was still in Guam. 
Some guy forgot to send it. 
Adzubei presumably cabled his 
impressive scoop to his paper im­ 
mediately or perhaps even dicta­ 
ted it over the phone. We won­ 
der if he contrasted the ease of 
this transmission with the prob­ 
lems American* once bad in 
sending stories out of Russia. 
When the Hearst task force in­ 
terviewed his father-in-law* in 
Moscow in 1957 it presented It* 
lengthy exclusive report to rhe 
Russian censor at midnight. The 
copy was held up for 12 hours 
before being sent to New York. 
Apparently Khrushchev himself 
had to pass on it. After eight 
hours of sweating it out. we tried 
to phone the story to our office in 
London, for re-transmission. We 
got through to London without 
trouble, but in the middle of the 
first sentence of the dictation a 
Russian voice broke the connec­ 
tion with the sharp announcement 
that we were not permitted to do 
this.So the Washington correspond­ 
ents will just have to w*ait for 
Aleksei’s doll of an interview. 
They* console themselves by fig­ 
uring it won’t be too earthshak- 
ing after all. They think of the 
time Bill Lawrence, now of ABC. 
then of the Times, was invited to 
plav Burning Tree with President 
Eisenhower. The boys ganged up 
on Bill after the round and de­ 
manded that he share his scoop. 
“He only spoke once during the 
18 holes." Bill reported “ He said, 
‘Well, a four beats a five.’ M

He said he would summon heads 
of a dozen of 15 AFL-CIO unions

for

battle at the AFL-CIO convention. 


M eany, confident he has enough 
backing to block Hoffa’s ambitions, 
recalled that the AFL-CIO Execu­ 
tive Council voted 24-3 last Oc­ 


tober against readmission of the 
team sters until they m eet AFL- 
CIO ethics standards. 


Hoffa’s union w as kicked out of 
the federation in 1957 on charges 
it w as dominated by corrupt in­ 
fluences.
